VIR. EISENHOWER URGES 
EARLY U.N. ACTION 


1.800 Marines for Middle East

WASHINGTON 

Shortly after President Eisenhower 
last week expressed the view that the 
United Nations ought to take early 
action to deal with the situation in the 
Middle East. the U.S.A Defence 
Department announced that a battalion 
of 1.800 marines equipped with tanks 
and artillery would, on the recommen 
dation of the Joint ¢ hiefs of Staff, be 
sent to join the American Sixth Fleet 
in the Mediterranean 

Replying to questions about America s 


refusal to send arms to Israel while 
dispatched military equipment to the 
Arab States. President Etenhowe: said 
at his press conference that the U.S.A. 
was anxious to avoid staring an arms 
race The Tripartite Declaration, he 


thought, provided the best guarantee ol 
peace in the area. It was “ useless” 
to send arms to Israel because if an arms 
race started. the Arabs, with a population 
of 40,000,000, were in a better position 
to win that race than Israel, which has a 
population of only 1.700.000. The Presi- 


dent expressed the view that the tanks 
sent recently to Saudi Arabia were of 
‘no military stenificancc. 


In suggesting that the United Nations 
take early action. the President called on 
hoth Isracl and the Arab States to abide 
by the armistice agreements so_ that 
negotiations for a settlement could be 
initiated.

Emigration Hope 


As far as Mr. Crystal could gather the 
Yiddish writers first incurred Stalin's 
wrath when. in their capacity as members 
the war-ume Jewish Anti-Fascist Com- 
mittee in Moscow, they drew the Sovict 
leader's attention to the complicity ol 
many Russians in the extermination of th 
Jews by the Nazis. Stalin 1s said to hav 
launched his own murderous antisemitic 
campaign when he detected the enthu- 
siasm which the establishment of the State 
of Isracl had aroused among Soviet Jews 

Summing up his impressions of the new 
Russia, Mr. Crystal said that many Jews 
now entertained the hope that they might 


eventually be permitied to emigrate to 
Isracl. Russian Jewry, even the young 
generation, had on the whole remained 


deeply attached to Jewishness and were 
greatly interested in.

Last week it was announced that every 
man and woman serving in the Israeli 
D-fence Army would devote one day to 
help to build fortifications. The firs 
group, led by the Premier and Minister 
of Defence, Mr. Ben-Gurion, the Army 
Chief of Staff. General Dayan. Colonel 
Shoshana Gershonovitch, the officer com- 
manding the Chen (Women's Army), and 
other senior officers, went to Mivtahim, 
a smallholders’ village about three and a 
half miles from the Gaza strip and close 
to Nir Yitzhak, where two days previ- 
ously an Isracli soldier had been killed 
hy a newly laid Egyptian mine. 

Mivtahim’s arid, desert-like soil had 
hitherto been broken only by clusters of 
dwellings and neat rows of green saplings. 
newly planted. But last week the soil 
and trees were disturbed by parties of 
soldiers digging rifle pits, machine-gun and 
anti-tank gun trenches, and sciung up 
harbed-wire entanglements. The central 
water tank has been well protected and 
deep shelters have been built for the 
children and those unable to fight, for 
those needing medical attention, and for 
communica*ions equipment. 

General Dayan, helped by a few officers 
and men, dug a perfect gun trench within 
a short period. Ben-Gurion, grim- 
looking and saying littl, helped to erect 
a barbed-wire fence. 

The children of Mivtahim, a typical 
new immigrant border village, also joined 
in the work. Miviahim was established 
five years ago by Kurdish Jews, who were 
later joined by Iraqis and Moroccans. 

Now these villagers, together with the 
others along Isracl’s frontiers, may be 
put to the supreme test as the first line of 
defence against attacking Arab armies. 


URUGUAYAN SUPPORT 
FOR ISRAEL 


Foreign Minister’s Pledge 
From our Special Correspondent 


MONTEVIDEO 

Dr. Santiago Rompani, the Uruguayan 
Foreign Minister, has given a pledge that 
“wherever the battle for the freedom 
of Israel is fought, there will be the place 
of Uruguay.” 

He was speaking at the closing session 
of the conference of South Recs rare 
Jewish communities convened here to 
enable them to pledge their solidarity with 
Israel. The conference ended with a 
public meeting, aitended by £,000 people. 

Nahum Goldmann told the con- 
ference that no stabilisation of the situa- 
tion in the Middle East was possible 
without normal relations being established 
between the Arab States and Israel. The 
more arms were poured into the Arab 
States, the more intransigent they 
became and the less willing to settle out- 
standing problems, The only solution 
likely to bring about peace in the area 
was ‘the strengthening of Israel by the 
democratic countrics. 

Dr. A. Kubovy, the Isracli Ambassador 
to Argentina, paid tribute to Uruguay 
for having established her Embassy in 
Jerusalem. 

The head of the Montevideo Munici- 

lity, Sefior Jose Aquistapace, said that 
srac! was the only bulwark of democracy 
in the Midd'e East. 

The conference was also addressed by 
Professor Enrique Fabregat, Uruguayan 
delegate to the United Nations. who sent

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


THE ALTAR 


N the light of rabbinic teach- 
ing. the Tabernacle with its 
elaborate equipment and ritual 
was much more than the centre of 


a Sacrificial cult. It was instituted 
as the object lesson of basic prin- 
ciples upon which the life of society 
and the individual could alone be 
securely founded. Typical of this 
approach is the exposition of the 
altar which is to be found in 


Midrashic literature. 

At first sight it appears strange that, 
following the account of the revela 
tion of the Ten Commandments, the 
Torah immediately continues with the 
prescription that the altar must con- 
sist Of earth or of stones which have 
not been shaped by an iron tool 
Ihe Mechilta, however, perceives a 
significant association of deas and 
explains : “ The altar was commanded 
with the object of prolonging human

Synagogue, London. and became the 
leading tenor vocalist of his day in 
the sphere of opera. oratorio, and 
ballad concerts. Apparently the 
original form of his mame _ was 
Abrahams, and he was a pupil of 
“Leoni” (Myer Lyon), who was his 
uncle. Braham is today best remem- 
hered for his patriotic song “ The 
Death of Nelson.” 

Myer Lyon, as “Leoni.” is 
similarly remembered by one theme. 
which was not his own by way of com- 
position but bv adontion became 
associated with him when singing in 
the Great Svnaeocue. It is the setting 
of “ Yiedal™ familiar to those who 
attend the Fridav evening § service. 
Thomas Olivers. a Methodist minister. 
attended a service there in 1770 and 
was so imoressed by the theme that it 
inspired him to write the words of a 


hymn. “The God of Abraham 
Praise.” which rhythmically fits the 
“YVYiedal” theme with exactitude. 


According to the custom of Enelish 
hyvmnody a name is given to the hymn 
tune. and this one is called “ Leoni,” 
after the sineer who so. greatly 
impressed the Methodist minister. As 


‘Leoni™ it figures in most of the 
contemnorarvy hvmn-books and is 
regularly sune in the cherches. A 


melody with a certain wistful beauty. 


it has a characteristic Jewish ring. 
“Leoni” became an opera singer of 
note in this country and  tointly 
manaeced an onera house in Dublin. 


l'ltimately he became Chazan of the 
Achkenazi Svnagogue in Kineston. 
Jamaica. where he lived to the end 
of his life (about 1800). 


Compositions for Synagogue 


Many musicians devoted themselves, 
mainly if not exclusively. to the com- 
position or arraneement of svnagogcue 
music. J. L. Mombach (1813-1880). 
born in Pfunestadt, came to London 
as a youth and was for over half a 
century Choirmaster of the Great 
Synaerogue, London. His compositions 
for the svnagogue were published in 
volume form and many of his settings 
and the themes of them are current 
throughout and bevond Anglo-Jewrv. 

David Aaron de Sola, Hazan of the 
Bevis -Marks Svnagocue (1815-1860). 
together with Emanuel Acuilar. pro- 
duced a volume fixine'and preserving 
the “Ancient Melodies associated 
with the Sephardic liturgy ” and thus 
rendered. an invaluable service in 


presenting in accessible form the 
treasures of a great and historic 
musical heritage of Jewry, not 


familiarly known outside the Sephardic 
sphere. A setting of “ Adon Olam” 
by De Sola is also frequently sung in 
Ashkenazi synagogues, 

Charles Kensington Salaman (1814- 
1901) was a musician whose composti- 
tions were not limited to the syna- 
gogue, but those which he wrote for 
the services of the Reform Congrega- 
tion of London of its time are the best 
remembered. His liturgical music is 
heard in svnagogues to this day and 
occasionally in churches, particularly, 
as regards the latter. a setting of the 
23rd Psalm. Simon Waley (1827- 
1875), an amateur musician, in 
business a stockbroker, was a younger

brother of Professor Jacob Waley. the 
eminent conveyancing counsel and 
Professor of Political Economy, 
University College, London, and was 
a pupil of, among others, Moscheles 
and Sterndale Bennett. He wrote 
several works jin various forms. but 
his occasional music for the svyna- 
gogue is best known: some ts con- 
tained in the volumes of the Music 
for the West London Synagogue of 
British Jews (Reform). 

Abraham Saqui (1824-1893), a 
Sephardi, was conductor of the choir 
of the Liverpool Old Hebrew Congre- 
gation for many years and compiled 
a volume of synagogue music, as 
rendered under his conductorship in 


the synagogues of that congregation. 
including several of his own composi- 
tions. He was a fine musician, and 
himself possessed of a powerful bass 
voice. which he used to advantage on 
occasions in his own choir, acob 
Matz. of the New Synagogue, Man- 
chester, simjlarly compiled a volume 
of liturgical music which covered the 
services of the whole year. 

The Rev. M. Hast (1841-1911), 
Chazan of the Great Synagogue. 
London, composed much Jewish litur- 
gical music (including a complete 
edition of traditional and original 
music) and several oratorios. His 
son-in-law, Rabbi Francis Lyon Cohen 
(1852-1934), was a leading musicologist 
and made _ authoritative contribu- 
tions on Jewish music to the Jewish 
Encyclopedia, and elsewhere, as well 
as editing (at first jointly with B. L. 
Mosely) (“ Handbook of Synagogue 
Music *) and later with D. M. Davis, 
Choirmaster of the New West End 
Synagogue, London (“The Voice of 


Prayer and Prajse”) volumes of 
Jewish liturgical music which have 
become recognised as the standard 


compendium for Anelo-Jewish con- 
gregations of Ashkenazim, which 
include compositions of Mombach, of 
DM. Davis, and the Rev. H. 
Wasserzug (Chazan of the North 
London Synagoeue) An _ excellent 
volume of “Traditional Hebrew 
Melodies ” arranged for the piano was 
compiled by a non-Jewish musician. 
Frnest Pauer. and contains prefator\ 
annotations by Rabbi Francis Cohen 


Choral Exponent 


Arthur Friedlander, Choirmaster of 
the Bayswater Synagogue. London. 
wrote some fine synagogue music, and 
the Rev. H. Burman, of the Liverpool 
Old Hebrew Congregation, composed 
with much taste some occasional 
settings for the services of the Sabbath 


and Holy Days. Samuel Alman 
(1878-1947}—Music Director of the 
Great and Hampstead Synagogues, 


London—who added a supplement to 
the third edition of “The Voice of 
Praver and Praise,” became the great 
choral exponent of a trend jn Jewish 
liturgical music which, while presers 
ing and, indeed. recovering much that

Jewish circles here are perturbed by 
reports that the local authorities in 
Rhodes intend to take over for the State 
hetrless Jewish property on the island. 
While such property on the Greek 
mainland has reveried to Onpaiec, the 
Jewrsh rehabilitation fund, in accordance 
with a law passed in 1946, heirless Jewish 
property in the Dodecanese was not 
included in the provisions of the law 
because Jews from Rhodes were at that 
trme considered to be Italian nationals.

Summing up the plan, the Warsaw 
Communist Yiddish paper declares that 
the Jewish autonomous region in the 
U.S.S.R. is heading for “a glorious 
future“ and that the Jewish population 
in the region is making a great effort, 
contributing wholeheartedly to the 
development of Biro-Bidjan. ; 

While the plan all along refers to Biro- 
Bidjan as the “Jewish autonomous 
region.”” no mention is made 
about the furtherance of Yiddish culture. 
This is in contrast to the plans of other 
regions in the U.S S.R. with national 
minorities who aT nromised ncw facilities 
for the development of their own lan- 
guages. and distinct national] culture.

CHARGES AGAINST 
DUTCH MAYOR 


Handed Jews to 
Gestapo

AMSTERDAM 


Miss Miriam Pino, the sister of a 
Dutch Jew who. with his wife and 
daughter, died at Auschwitz, has 
brought an action against the Mayor 
of The Hague, Mr. F. M. A. 
Schokking, charging him with respon- 
sibility for the death of her brother 
and with defaming his character. 


In a memorandum, on behalf of the 
Government, to the Second Chamber, the 
Dutch Minister of the Interior, Dr. L. J. 
Beel, stated last week that after examining 
the findings of a three-man investigating 
committee into the affair, led by the 
President of the Supreme Court, Mr. 
Donner, he had come to the conclusion 
that “ though it is true that the present 
Mayor of Hague, Mr. F. M. A. 
Schokking, in 1942, while Mayor of the 
village of Hazerswoude, near Leyden. 
handed a Jew with his wife and seven- 
year-old daughter, who were hiding in the 
village, to the Gestapo, this is no reason 


to ask Mr. Schokking now to resign as 
Mayor of The Hague.” 
According to the three-man com. 


mittee’s report, Schokking had been 
“firmly convinced” that the Pinos had 
been sent to Hazerswoude by the Gestapo 
aS agents provocateurs im order to 
embarrass him, the Mayor. He therefore 
decided to hand them to the Germans in 
order to safeguard himself and in the 
belief that, as they were provocateurs 
they would come to no harm in the hands 


of the Germans. The committee repor: 
added that, unfortunately, Schokking’s 
“firm conviction” had been belied by 
subsequent events. 

The report further stated that the 
committee regretted that by the various 
recent publications on the matter an 


atmosphere has been created around the 
Mayor of The Hague which made it diffi- 
cult for him to carry out his officia! 
duties. It would be inadmissible. it says. 
to yield to the pressure of public opinion

VERY year sees an immense 
quantity of transient, ephe- 
meral literature—of very vari- 
able quality — published about 
isracl.

Royal Commission's Report 


These effusions have now the same 
mordamt attraction as old newspaper 
clippings; and the one major contri- 
bution of that era remains the Report 
of the Royal Commission on Palestine 
1937: masterly in its presentation. 
ucid in its narrative. honourable in 
iis patience and its vision. and fearless 
n us conclusion. It ts one of the 

eat State papers of the last hali- 

tury: like the Durham Report of 
a century earlier, it is a landmark : but

._GASCAR is not an 
M “animal writer.” His real 


concern is with mankind. 
He is one of those writers, numerous 
on the Continent, who have them- 
selves experienced the horrors of 
our age. 

From the thread of autobiography 
which runs through his stories* we 
know that he has undergone slavery) 
and witnessed mass murder. His aim. 
then. is to seek a clue to the origin 
of the abominations he has seen, to 
discover whence they come in the 
nature of man. It is nearly a century 
since Friedrich Engels. a founder of 
Marxism but an old-fashioned libera! 
if there ever was one, wrote hopefully 
of “ man’s graduation from the anima! 
kingdom,” expressing in this phrase 
the basic belief of a whole epoch. 
Has man graduated from the animal 
world? Has he any hope of doing 
so? M. Gascar turns to the animals 
to find out. 

In his stories. men, themselves made 
savage in their turn, giving us a glimpse 
lives, torment animals.

chamber. The dead nigger-in the 
woodpile, the good Jew who is a dead 
Jew, are helped to their inheritance 
by all those who, like Chesterton, 
preserve their irrational distaste like 
a valuable snobbism 

It is by his failure to realise im his 
work such aspects oof human 
irrationality that Zangwill betrays his 
limitations as an artist. His charac- 
ters in “ The King of Schnorrers.” the 
aristocratic Manasseh, the cunning 
Yankele, the benevolent Grobstock. 
have a pasteboard, twodimensiona! 
quality. Zangwills writing and 
dialogue only very occasionally cap- 
ture the accent and rhythm of the 
language of the people he is observ- 
ing. and even he resorts to stage tncks 
(“If you vas me vat vould you 
marry ?") to get comic effects at a 
music-hall level: Zangwill’s careful 
historical construction, his humour. 
and his detailed understanding of 
Jewish culture, cannot entirely save his 
work from the clinical detachment! 
which characterises a teacher making 
instructional points, He remains a!! 
the time aware of the serious inten- 
uons behind the entertainment, so tha: 
in reading his ghetto stories onc 
becomes conscious of a gap between 
the writer and his subject—it is 
material rather than experience which 
iS being used. 


Pre-Christian Principles 


Zangwill was not a religious Jew. 
He married ow of the taith. and. 
according to some Orthodox authori- 
ties, flirted all his life with Christianity. 
But no more, it seems to me, than did 
Rabbi Hillel. The Christian prin- 
ciples which Zangwill thought to be« 
good are in fact considerably pre- 
Christian. Haullel said that the essence 
of Judaism could be expounded while 
standing on one leg as ~ What is hate- 
tul unto thee do not do unto thy neigh- 
bour.” As many Jews as Gentiles 
dismiss this as altogether too simple 
a proposition. The irreligious wor- 
ship only their own tastes (and dis- 
tastes), and it was against the 
irrehgiows of all creeds that Zangwil! 
preached. 

in 1911, in a blank verse play called 
“The War God.” which very clearl) 
projects the imminent war, Zangwill in 
a Tolstoyan mood presents a Count 
Frithiof, who, Gandhi-like, prevents a 
rebellion by exposing himself to the 
rebels. They kill him for it, to the 
great satisfaction of their opponents. 
the worshippers of the war god. Zang- 
will makes his Frithiof into a saint : 
the Frithran sect enjoins: “ Resist not 
evil, but reform thyself.” h is an 
instruction even more difficult to fol- 
low than am is to create. It may 
easily be of greater importance to 
pursue it than the most divine of 


muses. For his part Zangewill did 


what he could to reform himself and 
others ; and there is no record of his 
work having harmed even Chesterton 
in the slightest way.

His seventh story, “ The Season of 
the Dead.” is not about animals. Jp 
France was published as a S¢ Parate 
volume.

aS a preparation for it. They are. so 
to speak, the vivisector’s experiments 
on rat, sheep, and dog. and ‘ The 
Season of the Dead” is the Major 
operation on a human subject made 
possible by. the vivisector’s discoveries 
It is about a group of French soldier: 
who, as a punishment for their staunch 
resistance to Nazism, have been sen 
to a special camp in Poland. Some of 
them—the author and his friends— 
are employed as a burial squad The 
graveyard becomes a kind of home 
to. them. 

The tempo of their daily lives 
established by the procession of dead 
which comes to them. In this atmo- 
sphere of death-become-life. the atmo- 
sphere of their time, they witness the 
rounding-up of the Jewish population 
and the awful passage of the death 
trains to Auschwitz. A relationship 
grows up between a German euard 
the French soldiers. and a fugitive 
Jew, the outcome of which is tragic 
yet which resolves with a cleam of 
hope the discussion which has been 
the theme of the book. Man's pro- 
gress, these stories stiggest, has heen 
largely an illusion. Men térture each 
other as they torture the beasts. and 
are turned by their misery into beasts. 
Animals they are: vet alone of al! 
the animals they have the power to 
understand their nature, to communi- 
cate freely with each other. to cultivate 
that seed of compassion which we cal! 
“ hamanity ” because al! our hopes 
aS a Species are contained in it, and 
thus, paradoxically, to “ graduate from 
the animal kingdom.” M. Gascar’s 
French soldiers, sheltering the runa- 
way Jew in a grave, and his lone. 
protesting German, are the symbols of 
this faith. “ Beasts and Men” is a 
humane, perceptive book, written with 
a poetic purity and intensity.

“Seven Fallen 
Pillars, The Middle East 1915-1950,” 
by Jon Kimeche, covers much the same 
ground and the same period, this is 
a bran-tub of a book with some valu- 
able plums embedded in its eager 
lormiessness, and ut contains more than 
one shrewd analysis of the failings and 
follies of British, and of Anglo- 
American policy in the Middle East. 

‘Jerusalem Embattied.” by Harry

R. M. Graves's “Experiment in 
Anarchy ™ is a sad but necessary hook 
for any Englishman: My; Graves—a 
brother of the poet. Robert Graves— 
after a long and distinguished career 
as a civil servamt in Egypt and Pales- 
line returned to be the (nominated) 
Mayor of Jerusalem in the last months 
of the Mandate. His account of the 
total collapse of the ordered fabric of 
society in that terrible period is suing- 
ing in ws quiet veracity. 

The contribution of Dr. James 
Parkes to the study of the re-emergence 
of Israeli is a major one. In at least 
three books, “ A History of Palestine. 
A.D. 135-1948." “The Story of Jeru- 
salem,” and “End of An Exile.” he 
has explored the whole theme. and its 
countiess implications. with a pro- 
lound!y compassionate understanding 
of the Jewish mission in the world 
which in no way diminishes his own 
firmly held Christanity In Israel 
and Palestine.”

as he himself put it in the preface to 
this wise and beautiful little book 
“it 18 mmtended to shed light not on 
the history of a political enterprise. but 
on that of a religious idea or rather 
on the spiritual history of a faith.” 


Political Study 


On the political plane there was pub- 
lished in 1952 a most important 
exemplary study: “ Isracl, The Estab- 
hshmem of a State.” by Harry Sacher 
Few writers have been betier qualified 
to perform this task ; none could have 
discharged # with more skill, wisdom 
and courageous common sense. The 
scope of the book ts limited, not in 
spirit, but in historical relevance, to 
a single phase—the period during 
which the State was established: The 
Same year saw the publication of 
Gerald de Gaurys “The New State 
of Israel; Colonel de Gaurvy. an 
Arabist of distinction, was the first 
from that camp to take the trouble to 
look at Israel objectively; his book 
is factual, coolly dispassionate. and cer- 
tainly not without value and interest 

Aa the other end of the political and 
intellectual spectrum is “My Mission 
in Israel, 1948-1951.” by James G 
McDonald—warm-hearted. sometimes 
shrewd. sometimes a little silly. and 
unaffectedly subjective. In a neigh 
bouring. category might be placed 
Meyer Levins “In Search,” published 
in 1951. emotionally high-pitched in 
a fashion that both British and Israc! 
readers are am to find a _ trifle 
embarrassing, sincere. and thoroughly 
prejudiced.

- plete. I fear—of books that have held

the interest of one sympathetic critic 
and observer, ought not to end with- 
out mention. first, of the remarkable 
selection of essays assembied by 
Professor Norman Bentwich in a little 
volume entitled “ Hebrew University 
Garland.” and secondly. a number of 
the official publications of the Govern- 
ment of Israel. especially two (of 
pamphlet length, but smal! miracles of 
conciseness and vigour), “ Israel and 
Egypt” and “Israel Faces Danger “

A BOOKWORM’S-EYE VIEW 
By ELSIE SLAVID 


EVEN years of bookselling in a 
predominantly Jewish neigh- 
bourhood have not unnaturally 

given me a “ behind the counter” 
view of the Jewish book-buyer. 

“ Book-buyer.” for my purposes, 
does not connote the bibhophile— 
that rare creature to whom the scent 
of a bookshop is as the perfume of 
Araby, to whose touch the parchment 
page is smoother than satin, and for 
whom even the margins, virgin and 
unsullied, hold a sacred delight. Nor 
does it here imply the scholar, to 
whom learning is indeed food and 
drink, but whose reading is necessarily 
specialised and outside the scope of 
the general bookshop. My buyer ts 
the ordinary person who buys books 
for the most prosaic of reasons—for 
entertainment, for information, for 
gifts; perhaps to satisfy a sense of 
possession, or even as a low-level 
addition to his scheme of decoration. 

Is the Jewish book-buyer, then, so 
very different from his non-Jewish 
neighbour in his approach to these 
things ’ Is there really a Jewish way 
of buying a book? The answer lies. 
| think, in the Jewish temperament. 


The Pioneering Background 


The Jew of today when buying any 
commodity has. ™ seems to me, a 
whole tradition of pioneering as his 
background. He wants to be the first 
to try the new fashion, to see the new 
play, to own the new television set, to 
sample the new hotel, to take part 
in the maiden voyage. It is a measure 
of this spirit that has led to the great 
inventions in science and industry 
The Jew has a definite interest in the 
beginnines of things and his attitude 
to book-buying 1s therefore quite con- 
sistent. He rarely asks simply for a 
novel by an author; he asks for the 
new novel by X. for the latest story 
by Y. He wants to be the first to 
have read the book—he needs to be 
in on the ground floor. 

Indeed, in his zeal for discovery he 
often suffers the pre-natal pangs 
before the author himself, ahd it is no 
uncommon thing for him to know in 
advance when a book is to be born 
It is the Jewish way of here-worship 
to assume familiarity with the woar- 
shipped one, from the Almighty 
downwards, and in the book world his 
attitude is the same. It would, for 
instance, intensely surprise Mr. Lows 
Golding or Mr. Wolf Mankowitz to 
realise how many — claim fore- 
knowledge of any and every literary 
creation of theirs! 

In other ways, also, the Jewish book- 
buyer is more enlightened than his 
non-Jewish friend. He—or she—-is 
better versed in the book reviews, he 
takes the trouble to send for cata- 
logues, he iS as imveterate an 
exhibition-goer as he is a first-nighter, 
he puts himself on publishers’ mailing 
lists, he forms a high percentage of the 
book-at-bedtime audience, he is 
Heaven's gift to any research unt on 
the subject. 

He comes, then, into the bookshop 
fully primed ; and because he has al! 
available information he 
wrong, if not actually degrading. to 
be guided in any way by the book- 
seller. He it is who tells the book- 
seller not only what he wishes to bry) 
but also what the shop should sel! 
He brings his heavy battering-ram of! 
facts, of editions, of prices, to bear 


THE 
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with such force that the bookseller 
must often wonder who is doing th 
buying and who the selling. He ts 
never beaten by a publication date. If 
the book jis not yet published here, 
then he has come across it in America 
or on the Continent—at the very 
worst, he has seen a press copy. 

In one special field the Jew can 
claim a high place in the ranks of 
book-buyer—in the interest he or she 
displays in children’s books. Akthough 
the Jewish child, like his neighbour, 
has the usual intake of comic-strips 
and school-hrillers. alongside this is 
the solid and enduring stuff which is 
insisted upon by the Jewish father and 
mother. If during his own childhood 
the parent, either through pressure of

work or strangeness of language, has 
missed the best in juvenile literature. 
he is emphatic that his children shall 
not suffer in this respect 

And what does the adult Jew himself 
buy? Do books of Jewish interest 
find a ready sale in our community ? 
In the main, and with very few excep- 
tions, Jewish non-fiction is almost a 
“ non-starter with the Jewish” book- 
buyer. He may perhaps read library 
copies of Jewish history, essays or 
mémoirs > he certainly does not buy 
these to any great extent. On the 
other hand. any new work of fiction. 
either by a Jewish author or of 
Jewish content, brings an eager crowd 
of our people as buyers. The smart 
sophisticated novel of Jewish famil\ 
life: the story of business struggles. 
or of the problems of Jews in the 
professions or in politics—books. in 
short, which deal with our attempt to 
integrate our ancient culture with the 
modern way of life—these are the sales 
winners. 

| once—and only once—had occa- 
son to blush for a Jewish customer. 
On being asked what kind of book 
she required, she replied: “Oh, it 
doesn’t matter what kind, but it must 
have a leather cover”! 

In all fairness, that is an excep- 
tronally un-Jewish attitude towards 
books. We have normally a tre- 
mendous respect and love for the 


We are still—in 
ithe widest sense—the “People of the

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ZIONIST LITERATURE 


By C. RABIN 


HE various branches and 

organisations of the Zionist 

Movement pour out a con- 
stant stream of literature. Much of 
this comes under the heading of 
propaganda and information, and is 
necessarily more or less ephemeral, 
but a certain proportion is of more 
lasting value. In recent years there 
has been a welcome shift towards 
increasing that proportion, as a 
result of the realisation that educa- 
tion to Judaism is the most effective 
form of Zionist propaganda among 
the youth ; one may also see in this 
development a welcome harbinger 
of Israels role as a true cultural 
centre. 

Unfortunately these more serious 
publications rarely become as widely 
known as they deserve. The practice 
of the various departments is to build 
up lists of people to whom such pub- 
lications are sent, either free or for 
an inclusive annual payment (which 
ofien remains a pious wish), and little 
effort ts made to go beyond this 
limited circle. Hardly any literature 
of this type is seen at bookseflers 
When a new vem of interest appears 
it is advertised in the Jewish press 
sometimes even reviewed. but to bu 
it one has to write or go to the office 
in question, One result is that the 
more serious publications are not 
sufficiently distinguished, in the minds 
of those who publish them or of those 
who read them, from the ephemera! 
ones. They appear in small editions 
and by the time they attract public 
notice these are often exhausted. 


Correspondence Courses 


Another feature of this iiterature 
» that there 1s little point in distin- 
cuishing between items published in 
this country and those published in 
Israel. For instance, one of the 
departments most active in spreading 
lerature of a serious nature, the 
lorah-Education Department of the 
Jewish Agency, prints nothing in this 
country, but it all. Some ofl 
ts excellent correspondence courses 
(on the weekly portion, on lTaimud 
cic.) exist also in Enghsh: among 
other reeemt Enghsh publications we 
may mention “The Cycle of the 
lewish Year” by Vainstein, and ~ Six 
lectures on Maimonides.” 

Again. the J.N.F. Youth Depart- 
ment publishes in English educational 
material both in Jerusalem—the latest 
ire an anthology on Herzl, Man ot 
legend and Reality” im 1954, and 
Flag of Freedom ™ for Independence 
Day in 1955—and in London. Among 
‘local publications special 
praise is due to a series of plays. 
‘Orot.” and a similar series of short 

rics. “ Netzanim.” which do some- 
ung towards remedying the pitiful 

ortage of imaginative literature for 
lewish children in this 
Especially attractive is the “Gozal © 
ries of combined Alef-Bet and story.

books. including a vwerv 
The books distributed by the Youth 
and Hechalutz Department of the 
Jewish Agency are al! published in 
Isracl. Among non-political items, we 
may mention Gradewitz’s “ Music 
and Musicians in Israel.” four plays 
for youth groups. and Benshalom’s 
“ Hebrew Literature between the two 
World Wars.” practically the only 
reference work on the subject avail- 
able English. Also Livneh's 
“ State and Diaspora” is an essay of 
more permanent valuc. The most 
importamt publication of this depart- 
ment, however, is the “ Israci 
Argosy.” an annual anthology of 
Hebrew literature. which has for the 
last four years preserved a remark- 
ably high standard of selection and 
translation. 


Large-scale Importer 


The Agency's Department for 
Education and Culture, in contrast to 
the departments mentioned. not onl) 
distributes its own publications bur 
also has been serving in recent years 
4S a large-scale importer of Israeli 
literature in general. kt has made 
generous gifts of books to several! 
English wniversities, maintains a 
permanent collection of recent books. 
accessible to all comers, and has pub- 
lished two catalogues of new books 
published in Israel and thought to be 
of imterest to readers in this country. 


with subsequent assistance in ordering 


these items. For the last ten years 
it has published a Hebrew bi-monthly. 
TaARBUT, and has now started in 
addition wih the publication of the 
semi-annual English “Sifrut.” which 
carries Original articles on contem- 
porary and modern Hebrew literature. 
transiations, and reviews. A good 
beginning has also been made with 
another new venture. called “ Jewish 
Agency Publications.” which so far— 
apart from a list of the thousand 
most useful Hebrew words (since its 
publication translated four 
languages)>—includes essays on Moses 
Hess. the Balfour Declaration, and 
Herzl—all written by experts and 
likely to become standard treatments 
of their subjects. 

The Zronist Federation publishes a 
quarterly. the Gates or ZION (the 
organ of the Synagogue Council). 
which carnes essays and scholarly 
articles. including a supplement im 
Hebrew. ventures only infrequent!) 
imo the field of major publications. 
though some of is efforts in that field 
have been of a high standard, in 
particular “The Zionist Idea.” by J. 
Heller (1947). and the Paul Goodman 
memorial volume “The Rebirth of 
israel ” (1952). edited by Israel Cohen.

ISRAEL: CITRUS AND TOURISM 


| FROM SHIP TO SHOP 


The s.s. Galila, one of Zim’s fleet. 
_ of citrus carriers, arrives at London 
Docks with a cargo of citrus for 
British housewives. 


The process of unloading is a 
complicated one. It is a lengthy 
and difficult job. but inevitably the 
cargo of fruit is unloaded. stacked 
in the riverside’s enormous ware- 
_ houses, and ultimately transported 
_ to the wholesalers, the retailers: and 

finally to the table. 


Much of the responsibility for 
the smooth carrying out of this 
operation belongs to Zim — th 
Israel National Shipping Line. In 
this, however, the company co- 
operates closely with the Citrus 
Marketing Board of whose 
Chief European Representative. 
Mr. Moshé Levine. writes on 
page of this Supplemen* 
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THE ANGLO-ISRAELI CITRUS INDUSTRY 


By a Shipping Correspondent 


T is now over 60 years since the 
first Jaffa oranges were exported 
to England. At that time ship- 

ments were very small, amounting 
to only a few hundred cases per 
yessel, and were usually sent in 
coastal steamers from Jaffa to 
Alexandria, where they were trans- 
shipped to the regular cargo liners 
owned by Frederick Leyland & Co. 
Ltd. (subsequently acquired by 
Ellerman Line Ltd.), Moss Steam- 
ship Co. Ltd., Papayanni Steamship 
Co. Ltd., and Prince Line Ltd., 
loading for Liverpool and Man- 
chester. 


Whether the oranges in those days 
had better natural keeping qualities 
than they have today is a matter for 
speculation, but there was probably 
a good deal of wastage if the fruit 
had to wait for any length of time 
lying on the quays at Alexandria. 

It was, Of course, inevitable with 
the increase in the crop that direct 
ships to the United Kingdom would 
have to be provided. and to the Prince 
Line fell the distinction of being the 
first company to give this service. 

The annual increase in the crop m 
those far-off days was not spectacular 
In the season 1895-1896 the total 
quantity shipped to the United King- 
dom was 232.890 cases. almost all of 
which wemt to Liverpool. Seven years 
later the exports had increased to 
370,000 cases. and it was not until the 
1906-1907 season that the figure 
reached the half-million mark. 


A Household Word 


Ihe records of those days of 50 
vears ago are still preserved and it is 
interesung to compare ships of that 
period with those of today. Looking 
lor example at the 1906-1907 season. 
one finds that most of the ships carried 
20,000. to 25,000 cases, and even the 
largest steamers shipped only about 
30.000 cases. Today the quantities 
per vessel vary from 35.000 to 
60.000 

Some of the earlier ships improved 
iheir freight earnings by carrying also 
other cargo, such as gram, in the 
bottom of the holds. To encourage 
this latter trade the Prince Line issued 
io intending shippers graih bags on 
which were stamped the name of the 
company. Many of the bags failed to 
materialise, and the mystery was even- 
tually solved when it was found that 
numerous local inhabitants in Syria 


and Palestine were wearing nether 
garments neatiy marked ~~“ Prince 
Line It was thus that this company 
became literally a household word in 
these countries ' 

The time on passage from Jaffa to 
Liverpool in these early dave Varied 
from 16 to 22 days. Mechanical venti- 
lation was unknown and on fine days 
N was customary for the hatches to 
be opened. Naturally the condition 
of the oranges on arrival in the United 
Kingdom varied considerably, depend- 
ing to some extent on date of ship- 
ment and the state of the weather 
during the voyage, but it is mteresting 
'0 note from the records that a large 
number of ships delivered their fruit 
in “ very good condition.” while some 
were described as “ excellent.” Al 
that period no attempt was made by 
the shippers to preserve the fruit by 
gas treatment or diphenyl wrapping 
paper, and it is surprising that the fruit 
carried so well. Towards the end of 
the season, however. there was fre- 
quently a good deal of wastage. 


Contrast in Speeds 


Contrast the speeds of the ships 
fifty years ago with those of the fine 
liners of today, many of which do the 
voyage home in nine or ten days. All 
of the ships now have mechanical 
ventilation as well as the most modern 
equipment for the rapid loading and 
discharging of the citrus fruit The 
Prince Line have at considerable 
eXpense equipped some of their ships 
with cool air, which enables the fruit 
to be carried at a temperature of 45 
Fahrenheit on the voyage home and 
ensures m being delivered in perfect 
condition 

It is interesting to. compare the rate 
of freight. and also the prices realised 
tor citrus fruit, 50 years ago with those 
ruling today. The freight was about 
ls. 6d. per case for those shippers who 
signed the Conference Lines’ Contract 
(2s. for those who préferred to remain 
free) as against 6s. today. Prices 
realised at the auction. sales m the 
United Kingdom averaged about 
7s. 6d. per case compared with 45s. in 
February, 1956 Ihe freight this 
season may therefore be regarded as 
extremely moderate, having regard to 
the changed Values of money. the 
enormous im£ncrease shipowners 
operating expenses. and the fantastic 
costs of building fruit-carriers toda) 
many of which cost considerably more 
than £500,000. ‘Today's freights seem 
even more modest when one remem- 
bers although few do so—that a 
bottle of whisky which 50 years ago

PROGRESS IN SHIPPING 


By Dr. VN. WYDRA, Director of Zim 


HE efforts to develop an 
israel merchant marine ol 
considerable size have lately 
aroused increased interest following 
the delivery of two mixed cargo 
passenger linérs, the s.s.

A SHORT HISTORY OF CITRUS 
By MOSHE LEVINE 
(European Representative, Citrus Marketing Board of Israc!) 


E. study of vitamins 

generally and the discovery 

of the value of vitamin C, 
with which Jaffa oranges and grape- 
fruit have now become so closely 
associated, is a fairly modern one. 
As early as 1907, Norwegian 
scientists were able to demonstrate, 
for the first time in medical history, 
that scurvy could be produced in a 
laboratory, but even at that time 
they were not quite certain what 
had brought it about. Scientists 
were not sure what it was in fruit 
and vegetables that protected the 
human being from the disease, and 
it was only as recently as 1928 that 
Hungarian scientists discovered that 
this mysterious substance was 
vitamin C. 

The year 1602 found General 
Sebastian Viscaino, an adventurous 
sea captain, off the western shores of 
Mexico, planning to sail north along 
the Californian coast in search of the 
Straits of Anian, through which it was 
believed the French and British had 
reached the Pacific. The three vessels 
comprising the expedition, after some 
early mishaps, ploughed northwards 
through heavy seas. As the voyage 
progressed, some of the crew began 
developing a strange sickness. The 
symptoms of this complaint were 
general weakness, and a purple rash 
which appeared all over their bodies. 
Their arm and knee joints began to 
ache, their gums swelled, and their 
teeth became loose and fell out. Some 
of the sailors died on the way, while 
others were totally incapacitated, 


Not the Diet 


kt was not the diet, but the north- 
westerly winds which they blamed for 
this ailment. On landing, the diet of 
the surviving crew included ample 
quamtities of fruit and vegetabies, 
which, within a few days, completely 
cured them of this dreaded disease. 

In tater years, similar experiences 
were recorded, and at the beginning 
of the nineteenth century lime and 
lemon juices were imtroduced as regu- 
lar items in the diet of all sailors in 
the Royal Navy, to prevent scurvy. 
It is for this reason that English sea- 
men are still nicknamed “ Limeys,” 
and it also explains why a group of 
docks along the Thames, where ships 
were loaded with lemons and limes, 
became known as the district of Lime- 
house, 

But why should we dwell on the 
gloomy aspect of this romantic subject, 
when we can talk about the brighter 
and happier side? Jaffa oranges, 
grapefruit, and lemons are not con- 
sumed solely for their medicinal 
benefits but also for their delicious 
and refreshing qualities. According 
to records, the first exports of oranges 
from the port of Jaffa took place in 
1887-88, with a total of 100, Cases 
being shipped to the United Kingdom. 

In 1900 the first Jewish Co-opera- 
tive Organisation—Pardess Co-opera- 
tive Society—~was established for the 
purpose of marketing, on a co-opera- 
tive basis, citrus fruit grown by the 
early Jewish settlers in Palestine. Since 
then the industry has gone from 
strength to strength. 

That early period of the devel 
ment of the plantations in Israel could 
truly be called the romantic period, 
as no mechanisation existed at that 
time, and the entire work of this 
industry—from planting to transport- 
ing the fruit to the ports—was carried 
out by manual labour. 


Oriental Songs 


Il can still recall. as a young boy, 
the happy and carefree fruit-packers 
who worked in my father’s groves, 
when they would sit on the floor on 
straw mats, working at a tremendous 
pace with skill and dexterity, singing 
lustily Hebrew, Russian, and Oriental 
tunes, and enjoying every minute of 
their long and frustfiul working day. 
Mr. I. Rokach, head of the Pardess 
Society, can tell us that in those days 
strikes arid pickets were unknown. 
Water was brought up from the wells 
by a camel or mule walking round the 
well and rating a primitive 
mechanism which brought up the 
water in buchen. When oranges were 
transported by camels from packi 
houses to the ports, the camels start 
their journey at midnight, breaking 
the stillness of the nig ‘with their 
ringing bells, worn around their necks. 
In those days, motor cars, railways.

ISRAEL’S EXPANDING TOURIST

The success of the Tourist Corpora- 
tion's efforts may be judged from the fact 
that 1955 established an all-time record 
for the number of overseas visitors to 
israel.

Not only is this a record 
for the years since the establishment of 
the State of Israel, tt ts also greater than 
the number of overseas visitors for any 
year of the Mandatory period.

Angio-Jewish visitor to Israel to stay al 
the very best hotels there. The reason 
is the extremely favourable exchange 
rate—five Israeli pounds for each pound 
sterling. Some of Israel's new hoiels. 
most of them built during the past six 
years, compare favourably with the bes 
in the world. For travellers with modes 
budgets there are extremely comfortabk 
hotels with reasonable tariffs. 

Most visitors to Israel make their bax 


in etther Tel Aviv or Jerusalem and 
journey from there to the various other 
places of interest throughout the country 
Internal: communications are good. there 
being frequent services. by private cars 
and public buses.

The citrus fruits are one of our best 
sources of vitamin C—the vitamin 


that helps resistance to colds and 


influenza. 

Fresh oranges. orange juice, or grape. 
fruit should be included in the daily menu 

Both oranges and erapefruit can x 
included in muxed fruit or vegetable 
salads ; and, in addition, they help to give 
variety to cakes, biscuits, puddings, and 
sweets 

Finely grated orange rind can be added 
to cream cheese for sandwiches and is also 
good mixed with a little sugar and cinna. 
mon, sprinkled over hot buttered toast. 


Baked Orange Pudding 


Self-raising flour, 5S oz.; margarine. 
3 oz.; castor sugar, 3 oz.; 1 orange: 
egg. 
Cream the margarine and sugar, add 
the lightly beaten egg and the finely 
rated rind of the orange; fold in the 

ur, adding sufficient strained orange 
juice to give a soft dropping consistency. 
Turn into a greased fireproof dish and 
hake in a moderate oven about 45 mi..utes 
(400°—Regulo No. 5). 


Orange Semolina Pudding 


Milk, 1 pt.; semolina, 1% oz.: castor 
sugar, 2 oz.: 1 orange: | egg. 
ring the milk to the boil, add the 
finely grated rind of the orange, sprinkle 
in the semolina, simmer gently for 15 
minutes keeping it well stirred. Then add 
the sugar, strained juice of the orange, and 
lightly beaten egg yolk. Turn into a 
greased baking dish, whip the egg white 
stiffly, pile it on top of the pudding, and 
sprinkle with castor sugar. Bake in a 
Jom oven till the meringue is set and 
lightly browned, about 20 minutes (350° 
—Regulo No, 3). 


Orange Sandwich Cake 


Self-raising flour, 6 oz.; castor sugar. 
4 oz. : margarine, 4.02.: | orange 2 eggs: 
orange glacé icing: orange marmalade. 

Cream the margarine and sugar, add 
the lightly beaten eggs one at a time, and 
a teaspoonful of flour with each, add the 
grated rind of the orange, 2 tablespoonfuls 
of strained orange juice, and the remain- 
ing flour. Spread evenly over two greased 
ind floured sandwich tins and bake in a 
moderate oven 20-25 minutes (400°— 
Reguio No. 5). Cool on a cake tray and 
when cold sandwich together with sieved 
orange marmalade and ice the top with 
orange flavoured glacé icing. 


Small Orange Cakes 


Ground rice, 3 oz.; flour, 2 oz.: mar- 
garine. 3 oz.: castor sugar, 3 oz.: baking 
powder, 1 teaspoonful; 1 orange: 2 

(ream the margarine and sugar, then 
add the lightly beaten cggs and a tca- 
spoonful of grated orange rind. Sieve 
the flour, baking powder, and ground 
rice, and stir these lightly into the mux 
ture, adding sufficient strained orang 
juice to make a fairly soft consistency 
Half fill greased patty tins with the 
mixture and bake in a quick oven about 
1S minutes (425°—Regulo No. 6). 


Orange Cheese Cakes 


Short or rough puff pastry using 6 oz 
of flour: margarine, 2 02Z.; castor sugar. 
2 sponge cake crumbs, 3 0o7z.; 
orange ; | egg. 

Roll out the pastry thinly, cut into 
rounds with a fluted cutter and line patty 
tins. Cream the margarine and sugar, add 
the grated rind of the orange, the cake 
crumbs, 3 dessertspoonfuls of strained 
orange juice, and the lightly beaten 
egg. Mix thoroughly and put a teaspoon- 
ful of the mixture in each lined tin. Bake 
for about 20 minutes in a moderately hot 
oven (425°—Regulo No. 6).

Ahogether 
some 80,000 dunams were newly planted 
with citrus, and today more than 
-V0.000 dunams produce citrus fruns. 
Despite satisfactory progress, the 
problem of heavy costs in Israel is still 
substantial, especially since labour there 
Decoming increasingly ¢xpensive. 
Constant thought has to be given to 
finding methods of reducing costS, and 
since wages are tightly controlled by the 
Histadrut, economies must be meade in 
other directions. Centralised, mechanised 
Packing stations, and the substitution of 
‘Sdoard for timber boxes are measures 
wmicnh have been already taken. In_ the 
ason 1953 to 1954 £1,769,000 was spent 
on the import of timber for boxes.

Britain. while the Sovict Union and Wes 
Germany joined Israel's customers. More 
normal conditions returned for 1954 to 
1955 when 7.061.617 boxes were sold and 
a new importer was found in Argentina. 

The liberalisation of trade Im most parts 
of Europe, and the movement in th 
United Kingdom to give private buyers 
a freer hand. created new opportunitics 
but also new problems. The Stanford 
Research Institute, which conducted a 
survey in Israel for the United States 
Operations Mission, suggested that the 
time was not far distant when the industry 
would have to consider undertaking 
market research to determine consume: 
tastes and preferences in purchasing 
countries. 

The Isracli citrus industry. the report 
stated. had adapted itself unusually well 
to the new and higher technological levels 
demanded in the post-war penod. Several! 
plamt laboratories and a central research 
laboratory, as well as the Agricultura! 
Experimental Station ai Rehovot, were 
engaged in searching for ways and means 
of improving the quality of the frutt and

ISRAEL

PRING is the season to see Israe! 

at her best. Between February 

and May the majestic hills and 
mountains of Galilee are covered with 
q beautiful green carpet and myriads of 
small flowers presenting a breathtaking 
picture. 

Travel up north to Hula, on the Syrian 
fronticr, where through a miracle of 
enginecring, a vast area of malarial swamp 
has been cleared and reclaimed leaving 
hehind a tract of rich, fertile land on which 
some 3,000 immigrant families will begin 
hfe anew. There amid the wild papyrus- 
infested jungle-like area retained for a 
600-acre bird sanctuary and nationa! 
park, you will find an exciting variety of 
flora, birds, and fish, but unfortunately. 
few wild animals, for these have retreated 
hefore the advance of the modern motor- 
ised kibbutzmik. The wild boar, the otter, 
and the buffalo are unlikely to survive 
long in modern Hula; but nature-lovers 
will have much to admire in this now 
happy valley where the flood waters from 
the Jordan river and the melting snows 
of Mount Hermon have been broughi 
permanently under control. For the 
experts estimate that there are still 400 
kinds of birds and wild animals in the 
region 

Go further north still, past the attrac- 
tive network of settlements guarding the 
Siate extreme north-castern boundary. 
through winding roads flanked by butter- 
cups, anemones, and narcissi, to Metula. 
Isracl's northernmost village and right on 
the Lebanese border. From here. with 
snow-capped Mount Hermon in the dis- 
tance, one can see [nendly Lebanese work- 
ing in the fields a short distance away. 
beyond “no-man’s-land.” It the 
frontier Of a hostile country, yet there is 
no sign of danger, for the Lebanese are 
not a warlike people. Ask the Israelis 
who, when they have time to relax from 
the troubles of Statehood, turn this cool 
pleasant village (2,500 feet above sea 
evel) into a popular surmmer résori,. even 
though there are two Lebanese villages 
on the hillside opposite and frequent signs 
of routine military activity. 

Travelling south ts equally fascinating 
On the way down to historic Tiberias onc 
passes the mass of Mount Canaan tower- 
ing abeve the picturesque maze of terraces 
and new suburbs that combine to make 
Safad a centre of Jewish mysticism and a 
popular holiday. resort 


Ideal Holiday Centre 


Going cast in the spring sunshine pasi 
the Horns of Hittim—black basalt rocks 
overlooking a bare slope and relics of a 
volcano which erupied thousands of years 
azo—and through the fertile Valley of 
Hittim, dotted by prosperous settlements. 
hbrings the traveller close ‘to the Druse 
couptry and near to Tiberias, well below 
sea level. The rugged beauty of the sur- 
rounding country, with palm trees leading 
to the widely publicised hot springs, make 
it an ideal holiday centre. For the 
sholarly-minded there are the ancient 
synagogues of the old city of Tiberias, the 
tombs of great Jewish sages, such as 
Maimonides and Akiva, on the near-by 
hillside, as well as Roman remains and 
relics of the Crusades. 

Up the fragrant though tortuous roads 
to Nazareth with narcissi, crocuses, and 
jonquils sasthng in the near-by fields owned 
by Israch Arabs, brings one to the vicinity 
of the Queen Elizabeth Coronation Forest 
and, from near by, one has a wonderful 
view of the Emek Jezreel below, a magni- 
heent patchwork quilt of many colours 
behind the young Forest of Ginegar. 

Southern Isracl and the coastal plain

he citrus imdustry continued to 
Progress gradually until the outbreak of 
war in 1914 when exports to the United 
Kingdom reached a total of about 
10.000 cases. Progress continued at a 
phenomenal pace, so much so that the 
British Lines could not handle all of 
the traffic and Scandinavian Lines 
entered the trade from time to time. 
Uh mately a Conference was formed 
consisting of the following : Ellerman 

Papayanni Lines Ltd., Ellerman’s 
Wilson Line Lid., Moss Hutchison 
Line Lid.. and Prince Line Ltd., all 
British Lines: and Dampskibsselskabet 
form, Joh. Gorthon Lines, Jaffa

All of these companies own high- 
Class fruit-carriers. and the Conference 
cach year negotiates with the Citrus 
Marketing Board of Israel a contract 
for the transport of the fruit to the 
Various Unfted Kingdom ports. The 

im Line also participates, in conjune- 


tion with the Conference, im the 
carriage of the fruit to the United 
Kingdom, in addition to the services 
they provide to the Continent and 
elsewhere. 

In 1938-1939 the shipments to the 
United Kingdom reached the large 
total of 8,608,166 cases. The Second 
World War brought a severe setback 
to the industry, and in the years 1940 
to 1944 the shipments to the United 
Kingdom were entirely suspended, but 
the citrus groves were well cared for 
and on the cessation of hostilities 
exports were resumed on a large scale; 
the record figure of 9.000.000 cases 
being reached in the season 1947-1948. 
Unhappily, the troubles in Palestine 
following the giving up of the Man- 
date by Britain brought catastrophe 
to the citrus industry. No less than 
60 per cent of the trees were destroyed 
through neglect and lack of irrigation, 
etc.. and the industry received a severe 
setback from which will take 
years te recover. Last year the 
exports to the United Kingdom were 
3.306.000 cases, and in the present 
season they are expected to be about 
4,000,000 cases.
